SCULPTURED JADE MOUNTAIN 

Probably the largest mass of sculptured jade in existence. The design commemorates 
the meetings of a literary club of the fourth century. The Chinese characters in the side 
of the cliff express the famous Lan Ting Hsu, or "Epidendron Pavilion Essay," 
by Wang Hi-che (A. D. 321-.179), ever since used by the Chinese as a model of elegant 
caligraphy, and were engraved directly from the autograph of the Emperor Ch'ien-lung, 
written by him in 1 784.
